canal. Drowning was given as the 
cause of death in the first case. 
Two Possible Motives Considered. 

Convinced the two had been 
slain, the police suggested two pos- 
sible motives. One was that the 
boys were attacked by a moron, 
bound and tossed into the water. 


PALA FFF 
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The other was that the parents or 
guardians, tiring of the responai- 
bilities of parenthood or desiring 
to-gain an inheritance, tossed the 
boys into the muddy waters. No re- 
ports of missing children have been 
made in this vicinity. Scores of 
persons viewed the body of the 
first boy found but none identified 
him. 

To satisfy themselves that no 
other bodies are in the canal, the 
police planned to drag it for mors 
than a mile today. 

Because the. two bodies bore 
striking resemblances to each oth- 
er and were dressed alike, police 
and the County Coroner believe 
them to be brothers, apparently 
from a family in easy circum- 
stances. 

Clothing of Good Quality. 

Their overcoats were of good 
quality, of a blue chinchilla cloth. 
Each *wore a gray muffler with 
blue checks, a blue knitted suit, 
black stockings and cotton unde-r- 
wear. Only the shoes were differ- 
ent. The first boy weighed &0 
pounds and was four feet tall; the 
second weighed 60 pounds and was 
three feet, eight inches tall. 

While the first body showed no 
marks of violence, the second’s 
\left eye was blackened and,two 
upper front teeth were missing. The 
| wire that bound them was similar

'indicate the bodies at one time 
had been tied together. Chief of 
Police John W.; Regan believes the 
bodies were weighed but that the 
wire broke, allowing the bodies to 
come to the surface.

$160,000 in bonds by Harry. F. Sin- 

clair. was reported. 

Whether the law was therdoy 
violated is a question. The pres- 
ent corrupt practices act, which 
requires political committees to 
make quarterly reports of receipts 
and expenditures to the clerk of 
the House, did not go into effect: 
until March, 1925, or some time 
after the transactions between 
Hays and Sinclair. Had this law 
been operative at the time Hays 
collected from Sinclair, the fail- 
ure to report Sinclair’s and the 
other contrfbutions that were made 
to pay off the deficit left from the 
Harding-Coolidge campaign would 
plainly have been unlawful. 


Old Act in Force at Time. 

The deficit was paid off while 
the old corrupt practices act of 
1910 was the last word on the 
subject. This act merely called 
for statements of reecipts and ex- 
penditures by ’political committees 
at certain intervals, preceding elec- 
tions, and a final report within 30 
days thereafter. 


On its face, the old law seems 
to give Hays and the National 
Committee a technical excuse for 
their concealment of the dona- 
tions made in 1928 and 1924 to- 
ward to wiping out of deficit of 
1920. Nothing is said in the law 
about any reports subsequent to 
the month after the election. Hays 
has the further alibi that at the 
time he dealt with Sinclair, he 
was no longer a member of the 
committee, but was acting as a 
collector, out of a sense of obliga- 
tion, to pay off the debt incurred 
under his regime.

PARIS, March 2.—To a divorce 
granted Marilyn Miller, musical 
comedy actreas, is attributed the 
fact that the divorce mills of Paris 
today grind a smal! grist of Ameri- 
can divorces. Miss Miller’s divorce 
also is held largely responsible for 


the failure of Bainbridge Colby, 
former American Secretary” of 
State, to obtain a decree. 

When Mise Miller came to 
France last summer to obtain a di- 
vorce from Jack Pickford, screen 
actor, she was quoted as having 
remarked that a divorce was easily 
obtained in France. She obtained 
a decree a few months later. 

Louls Barthou, Minister of Jus- 
tice, noted that widespread com- 
ment in America on her case was 
unfavorable to France. He im- 
mediately issued a strict order that 
in courts throughout the country 
the law must be complied with lit- 
erally. Jurists.were warned that 
any judge disregarding this might 
be placed on the retired Hat. 

Judges began informing peti- 
tloners that it was just ag easy to 
obtain a divorce in America, and 
cheaper. They pointed out that 
in France plaintiffa would have to 
comply with the laws of that coun- 
try as well as the laws of their 
home states. 

Dozens of divorce petitions were 

withdrawn as a resuit. 
The Versailles Court in refusing 
to act in the Colby suit emphasized 
how literally the law could be 
taken. The Court found that Col- 
by had apparently not given up his 
home in the United States and thus 
was not under the jurisdiction of 
the Court. The Court therefore, 
declared itself incompetent,

TWO 10 DEATH IN 


GATS CAPTURED. 


Roy Shaw, Sought Nearly a 


Year for Murder Near. 


Kennett, Mo., Caught at 
Louisville, Ky. , 


SAID TO BE FORMER 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., March 2?.— 
Wanted for nearly a year for club- 
bing two men to death near Ken- 
nett, Mo., Roy Shaw, 27 years old, 
of Herrin, Ill, was arrested yes- 
terday in a rooming house here. 
He admitted the killings, police 
said. : 

Shaw was formerly associated 
with Charlie Birger, Southern Ilf- 
nois gang leader, who ig to be 
hanged April 13 at Benton for the 
murder of Mayor Joe Adams of 
West City. TIL 

The prisoner, in custody of offf- 
cers, was on his way to the Mis- 
souri town an hour after his arrest, 
having waived extradition. 

“Tip” Led to Arrest. 

The dual murder occurred May 
8, 1927, in Belle Needham’s road- 
house, 20 miles from Kennett, 
During @ free-for-all fight Shaw is 
said to have killed J. J. Wilson 
and Joseph Barnett, and to have 
seriously injured the latter’s broth- 
er, Oliver Barnett, with a piece of 
stove wood, 

Shaw fled, and no trace was 
found of him untit several days 
ago when Missouri officers received 
information that he was in Louis- 
ville: Deputy Sheriffs H. G. Wil- 
son and T, J. Groong of Kennett 
came here and, with the aid of 


Louisville officers, located Shaw 


yesterday. | 
Readily Admits Identity. | 
Shaw admitted hig identity when 
the officers ente 
blandly said he the one want- 
ed for the murders, A 45-caliber 
automatic pistol was found in his 
pocket. 


He said he had been in Louis- 
ville for four months and had op- 


erated a dice game in Southern In- 


diana. 


When Shaw was asked if he 


would return to Missouri without 


extradition papers, he refused to 


give a definite answer until he as- 


certained the means of transporta- 


tion.

ST. LOUIS AS SAFE AS ANY 
CITY FOR THE LAW-ABIDING 
CITIZEN, SAYS CHIEF GERK 


Conditions Here Analyzed in Statement. in 
Reply to National Crime Commission’s 


Criticism of 


Police Work 


Replying to a criticism of police’ 


efficiency in American cities as 
contained in a report made Mon- 


day in New York by aspecial com- 
mittee of the National Crime Com- 
mission, Chief of Police Gerk, 
speaking- for St. Louis, which was 
given a low average of efficiency in 
the report, said in a statement to 
the Post-Dispatch that the conclu- 
sions of the commission, based on 
statistics, did not reveal a true con- 
dition, and that St. Louis was as 
safe as any city in the world asa 
place in which to abide and do 
business. 

Chief Gerk’s first impulse upon 
reading the report was to reply 


] with figures, but, when he observed 


that the commission did not cite in 
its published report the source of 
its information .or period of time 
covered by the survey, he con- 
cluded that such a reply would 
mean nothing. 

This failure by the commission, 
said Chief Gerk, makes it almost 
impossible to present figures with 
which to controvert the statistical 
conclusions of the commission, 
from which one not familiar with 
the actual facts might make er- 
roneous deductions. Chief Gerk 
added that a representative of the 
commission or its committee did 
not come to him or to anyone in 
the local department for its figures, 
but he inferred that the commis- 
sion took its data from a report of 
the Missouri Crime Commission, 
which made a survey of State po- 
lice conditions in 1922-23 and 24. 

Not An Accurate Reflection. 

“We commend the motives of 
the national commission,” said 
Chief Gerk. “We do not question 
its good faith, but we do not believe 
the comparisons presented in its 
report accurately reflect the con- 
dition in St. Louis. We are deal- 
ing strictly with a condition; not 
with statistical. problems. 

“It is misleading to assume that 
because there have been 25 rob- 
beries 25 men must be arrested to 
make a proper showing of police 
efficiency. The best proof of this 
assertion was the arrest within 
the last 48 hours of a man who 
confessed 25 robberies as a lone 
bandit. 

“If a@ commission taking statis- 
tics as the basis of a survey were 
to examine our records in this case 
it would find 25 robbéries and but 
one arrest.

PARIS, March 2.—Americans 
who are grumbling just. now over 
the difficulties of making out an 
income tax return may take com- 
fort in considering the task con- 
fronting a conscientious French- 
man.

Pct. of Corporations in 
1925 Was 11 Pct. Less 
Than in 1923.

ness prosperity in the United States 
is largely confined to the one-ninth 
ef one per cent of the country’s 
corporations that have a net in- 
come ef $5,000,000 a year or more, 
according to President Magnus W, 
Alexander of the National Indus- 
trial conference board. 

Speaking before the Cincinnati 
branch of the National Trades As- 
sociation last night, he quoted fig- 
ures gathered by his board to 
show that keen competition nas 
resulted in larger sales at a small- 
er profit. He continued: 

“The board’s analysis, further- 
more, shows that manufacturing 
corporations in 1925 not only ?p- 
erated 
profit margin per dollar of sales 
than in 1923, the last previous 
‘good’ year, but that the average 
net income of 99.89 per cent of 
them—that is, of all those with 
less than $5,000,000 net income 
in 1925—was nearly 11 per ceat 
smaller than in 1923. 

“In contrast, manufacturing con- 
cerns with net incomes of $5,000,- 
000 or more a year—9$5 in number, 
or 0.11 per cent of the total of 
89,645 companies making returns 
for 1925—earned enough to show 
an actual gain of 25.4 per cent in 
average net income as compared 
with the income of the corporation 
group in 1923. These larger com- 
panies, although constituting only 
one-ninth of one per cent in num- 
ber of all manufacturing corpor- 
ations, earned 44.5 per cent of the 
aggregate net income. These fig- 
ures both allocate and indicate the 
limitations of the industrial pros- 
perity enjoyed in 1925. 

‘The figures clearly indicate that 
despite the great business activity 
that we have encountered, the sit- 
vation has not been a bed of roses 
for all those engaged in business. 
It is notewerthy also that busi- 
ness men and investors—that is, 
eapital rather than labor—h1s 
borne the brunt of the effects of 
the competitive struggle. 

“We see then a double paradox 
in the present business situation 
in the United States: Great na- 
tional prosperity with great bédsi- 
ness activity, but a competitive 
struggle which has resulted in 
precarious profit margins; we see 
furthermore that the very

HE senatorial committee in Pennsyliva- 

nia inspecting the coal strike pronounces 
the thing a “blotch.” Literally, the state- 
ment of the committee calls ft a “biotch 
upon American civilization.” The commit- 
tee speaks of the situation again as an 
“industrial war.” 

As a beginning for the senatorial investi- 
gation, this does well. lotch is a good 
word. “A clumsy daub: a biemish”; such 
the dictionary defines it. A stronger word, 
if there were one, would be justified. The 
coal strike at its best, as in Ohio, fs a 
war of endurance with starving women and 
children for victims. In Pennsyitvania it 
is worse than that. There it ts anarchy, a 
test of physica] strength between coal op- 
erators controlling the State Government 
and strikers holding out suilenly against 
both operators and government. The ac- 
customed guarantees of government have 
broken down. There is violence on both 
sijesx. “Bilotch” is mild. 

But it is easier to agree that “war” is bad 
than it igs to agree on a2 way to end wart. 
Something is fundamentally wrong with the 
coal industry as a whole. Something must 
be wrong with an industry that can func- 
tion only in a state of war. The problem 
seems to be a special one in the coal indus- 
try. Great Britain is in as bad a tangle 
with {ts coal industry ag we are with cours. 

How is the “biotch” to be erased? Now 
that’s a question te put the Senate com- 
mittee to a test. The most ordinary person 
could have told us that the situation in the 
coal industry is a biotch. But how erase 
the spot? We solemnly trust that the Sen- 
ators prove equal te the answer.

Lily Busch, widow’ of Adolphus 
Busch, the brewer, who died at 
Pasadena, Cal., Saturday, at her 
funeral here this afternon, in view 
of her benefactions to the Ameri- 
can Legion. 

Since. yesterday, the national an 
légion colors stood beside the cas- 
ket at. the family residence, 1 
Busch place, by arrangement of 
Quentin Roosevelt Post. At the 
services there, starting at 2 o’clock, 
a color guard and bugker detach- 
ment of six soldiers from Jefferson 
Barracks. were on duty, dipping 
the flags as the casket was placed 
in. the --hearse. ‘At Bellefontaine 
Cemetery, where interment was 
made in the family mausoleum, the 
guard formed a lane for the cor- 
tege. At the close of the service 
there, one bugler sounded “taps,” 
which. was echoed by his com- 
panion at a distance of half a mile. 

Gardens Aided Legion Fund. 

Mrs. Busch in 1921 turned over 
use of the famous private gardens 
at her Pasadena winter home to 
the American Legion, to raise 
money for the numerous incapaci- 
tated yetcrans who went to Cali- 
fornia. The place then was opened 
to the public for a small admission 


200,000 for legion work. 
Busch maintained the gardens at 
her own expense and quietly aided 
the organization in other ways. 

Services were conducted by the 
Rev. Dr. William L. Sullivan of 
the Unitarian Church of the Mes- 
siah.

USE GOLDEN ORANGES 
IN COOKED DISHES 


| Modern Cooks Have Extended 
the Use of This Popular 
Winter Fruit. 


Dishes flavored or combined 
with oranges are appearing in new 
menus with the result that cookery 
experts are thinking up new dishes 
containing oranges or flayored 
with the delicious fruit. The house- 


wife who tries these recipes for 
dishes of this type will be amply 
repaid for her trouble. 

Orange Puddings. 

Take one cup sugar, six eggs, 
juice and rind of one orange and 
one-fourth pound of almonds. 

Cream the sugar and yolks of 
} eggs together; add the almonds, 
chopped fine;: orange-juice and 
grated rind, and the whites of eggs, 
beaten stiff. Bake in a moderate 
oven (300 degrees F.) about 30 
minutes, until firm. Cool in the 
baking-dish and cover with icing 
Or a meringue and garnish with 
| Sliced oranges. 

Orange Sponge. 

Take three oranges, juice and 
} pulp, one-fourth cup white sugar, 
one-half lemon, juice and pulp and 
two and one-half pints of cold 
water. 

Strain. Mix three tablespoons 
corn-starch in a little cold water; 
stir into the liquid and let boil 10 
or 15 minutes. Set aside to cool. 
Beat whites of three eggs and whip 
into the sponge with a Dover egg- 
beater, when it is ready to serve. 

Orange Shortcake. 

Make baking powder biscuit 
dough. Roll into a sheet about 
three-quarters of an inch thick and 
bake in a quick oven. Split care- 
fully. Spread with butter and then 
with sliced and sweetened oranges. 
Put together and spread another 
layer of oranges on top of cake. 
Sprinkle top with sifted powdered 
Sugar. Serve with whipped cream, 

Orangeade. 

To two quarts of water add the 
rind of one lemon and one orange 
and boil gently for five minutes. 
Remove the rind and add one cup 
| loaf sugar and stir until dissolved. 
Cool the syrup and add the juice 
a pineh of salt. Serve in tall 
glasses with cracked ice. 

Orange Biscuits, 

Dip lumps of sugar one by one 
in pure orange juice and press a 
lump down into each biscuit be- 
fore it is baked. Grate orange rind 
over the top of biscuit and bake 
‘in a hot oven. 

Orange Sponge Sandwiches. 

Take four eggs, one-half. cup 
powdered sugar, three-fourths cups 
pastry flour, one-fourth teaspoon 
baking powder and one-half tea- 
spoon vanilla. 

Beat eggs until light, thick and 
lemon-colored. Add powdered su- 
gar gradually, beating constantly. 
Sift flour with baking powder and 
cut and fold into first mixture. 
Add vanilla, Prop from teaspoon 
onto cookfe sheet: bake in a mod- 
erately hot oven 20 minutes, Place 
two flat sides together.

ARIS dressmakers have a new 

basketful of fabric names to 

play with. The jargon of 
springtime materials is enriched by 
a string of new words, each with 
a meaning, even if it is not clear 
to the uninitiated. 


Paul Rodier, French master of 
the looms, is responsible for many 
of the new words incorporated 
into the language of fashion. He 
discovered and first manufactured 
kasha, which is the root word of 
dressmakers’ fashion vocabulary 
for daytime. 

From this root and one or two 
others M. Rodier builds his lan- 
guage of fabrics. To “kasha” he 
adds various syllables, each with 
a meaning descriptive of a quality 
possessed by the cloth in question. 
The result is a language with words 
like “mouslikashatoile” and “as- 
perikashabure,” both materials to 
be reckoned with in spring styles 
as well as “kashatulla” and “mous- 
slikasha,’’ words that have gone 
around the world of fashion, one 
meaning a cashmere wool with a 
tulle-like weave, the other a very 
light weight of cashmere wool fab- 
ric. 


The Rodier materials are of ex- 
tremely light weight and often of 
light color as well. A creamy 
beige shade is the basis of Ro- 
dier’s spring collection. To that 
lavender shades, a great deal of 
coral pink, rich browns, some red 
and many shades of pastel blue. 

Many Rodier fabrics show bor- 
ders or allover designs of alternat- 
ing triangles. Oriental designs, in 
small figure, are important in the 
printed and woven silks. Small, 
geometrical patterns predominate 
but there are a few large flower 


designs also among the printed 
silks.

LITTLE BURR WAS A BIG HEARTBREAKER 


By Albert Payson Terhune. 
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Nicknamed “Little Burr.’. 


his second at 78 And he had love 
affairs with dozens of other women 
between those ages. 


He was Aaron Burr, greatest of Amer- 
ica’s “‘might have beens’ and foremost, 
too, of America’s heartbreakers. He was 
so small that he was nicknamed “Little 
Burr.” He had a classic face, hypnotic 
black eyes and a manner better fitted to 
the French court than to the young and 
rather rude nation in which he lived. From 
boyhood he was always the object of wom- 
en’s love. Although he was graduated from 
Princeton when he was only 16 (in 1772), 
there was by that time more than one girl 
who openly adored him. 


It was Burr’s boast that he never de- 
liberately set out to win any woman's 
heart. This may have been true, for there 
were plenty of women wherever he went 
to save him the trouble of laying siege 
to their affections. Burr, as a lad of 19, 
joined the Revolution. He was a fearless, 
brilliant soldier and rose quickly to the 
rank of Major. 

Then his daring and skill attracted 
Washington’s notice and procured for the

young man a position on the Commander-- 


in-Chief’s own staff. But within six weeks 
some escapade of Burr’s (generally believed 
to have been a love affair) so disgusted 
Washington that the commander was ever 
afterward Burr’s enemy. Leaving the staff 
and securing the rank of Colonel, Burr 
was stationed with his regiment in Orange 
County. There he met Mrs. Theodosia 
Prevost, widow of a British officer. He 
is said to have rescued Mrs. Prevost from 
a party of marauding English soldiers, to

have fallen in love with her at sight and 
to have thrown over for her sake another 
woman to whom he was engaged. 


IRING of war, of finding he could rise 
T 20 higher in rank, he left the army 

while the Revolution. was in progress 
and in 1782 opened a law office. In the 
same year he married Mrs. Prevost. He 
was 26 and she was nearly 37. Yet they 
were happy together—after a fashion. The 
wife did not live long enough to let the 
difference betwen their ages make her old 
while her husband was still middle-aged. 
She died a few years after their marriage. 
And there were many women eagerly ready 
to console her husband. 

Burr meantime had bent his wonderful 
brain to the mastery of politics. He beat 
Gen.. Schuyler for the United States Sen- 
ate in 1791, to the rage of Schuyler’s son- 
in-law, Alexander Hamilton, who hence- 
forth became Burr’s sworn enemy. Burr 
rose rapidly and in 1800 was Jefferson's 
rival for the presidency. The vote was a 
tie. Congress awarded, the presidency to 
Jefferson, and, by the custom of the time, 
In 1804-his 
long quarrel with Hamilton reached a cli- 


max ina duel. Burr and Hamilton fought 
with pistols early one July morning at Wee- 
hawken. Dueling was a favorite and usual 
method of settling disputes in those days. 
And the fight was perfectly fair. Neither 
man was a good pistol shot and each had 
an equal chance. Yet when Hamilton was 
killed Burr was forced to go into hiding. 
For a storm of public indignation swept 
him forever from popularity and ended his 
political career. 


E next planned a vast Southwestern 
Hemsire and induced his friend, Blenner- 

hasset, to finance the scheme. Blenner- 
hasset’s wife is said to have been devoted 
to Burr and to have helped him induce her 
husband to take up the plan. The wov- 
ernment nipped the project in the bud. 
Burr was tried for treason, ‘escaped on. a 
“not proven” verdict and went to Europe. 
There, acording to one blographer: 

“Women of rank were incessantly en- 
thralled by the suavity and polish of his 
demeanor and by the cameo-like beauty of 
his face.” 

But he nearly starved, and as soon as he 
dared came back to America. He was old 
and broken. His wife was dead. His only 
daughter, Theodosia, had been lost at sea. 
His fortune was gone and he was an out- 
cast. Yet his power of fascination was so 
strong that when he was about 78 years 
old he conducted a “whirlwind courtship” 
that won him the heart, hand and fortune 
of a rich widow, Mme. Jumel. 

He squandered much of his elderly wife's 
money and she soon left him. . Burr died—~ 
forsaken save by one.Scotch woman, who 
had cared for him in better days—in a 
Staten Island hut in 1856.

HB investigation into Skeel’s

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Custard Cornbread | 


By Naney Dorris. 

Three cups cornmeal. 

One cup flour. 

Half cup sugar. 

Two heaping teaspoons baking 
powder. 

Salt to taste. 

Three eggs. 

Half cup shortening, melted.. 

Two cups of milk, or more. 

For custard: 

Nearly a pint of milk. 

The bread requires a quart or 
more milk. The meal is moistened 
with milk and when the other in- 
gredients are in, enough milk is 
added to make a thin batter. Then 
about a pint of milk is poured 
over the top of the bread for the 
custard. Have a quart and a little 
extra on hand! 

The meal may be white or yel- 
low, according to personal taste. 
The oven should be very hot at 
first; when the top begins to 
brown, the flame should be _ fre- 
duced half and baking continued 
for 10 minutes. There will he 
bread for five hearty breakfasteers. 

To prepare the bread. collect a 
mixing bowl, measuring cup, sift- 
er, teaspoon, small pan in which to 
melt shortening, large spoon, well- 
g-cased deep pan or two shallower 
pans, thermometer. 

Light the oven. Sift the flour, 
baking powder, sugar and salt and 
set aside. Let the shortening melt 
slowly for later use. Measure the 
meal into the bowl and stir in the 
eggs, adding enough milk (of the 
first two cups) to moltsten thor- 
oughly. Add the melted shorten- 
ing. Then stir in the sifted flour- 
sugar-salt-baking powder. Now 
add enough milk to make a thin 
battér. I used about two and one- 
third cups of milk.
